Improvement in Eastern 
Steeplechasing. 

Good Jumpers from Abroad 
for This Year. 

Would Fix New York Gate 
Fees by Law. 

Harry D. Coming East to 
Eace. 



It will be surprising if the stecpiechasing 
of 1923 does not show improvement over the 
cross-countrj’ racing of recent years. Un- 
fortunately this picturesque branch of racing 
has been permitted to reach a low ebb on 
occasions, and it will be remembered that at 
Saratoga several steeplechases that had been 
programmed were declared off by reason of 
the lack of entries and interest. 

Last year there was improvement and for 
1923 the promise is brighter still. Additional 
steeplechase stakes have been arranged and 
new stables will be in the field. R. H. (Specs) 
Crawford will train and ride a string for 
James and George Clark, who have come into 
that branch of the sport, and Mrs. William 
Hitt, who was Miss Katherine Elkins, will have 
some imported jumpers that will be brought 
over by Arthur WTiite, the accomplished gen- 
tleman rider. 

Th’ Clark horses -that is, three of them— 
were purchased abroad by Crawford and they 
are already on their way to this country. One 
of the most notable of the purchases made 
for Clark b the four-year old WTiite Satin, 
a son of White Eagle and Jean’s Folly. Thii 
colt has not been raced through the field, but 
his performances on the flat have been of a 
nature to make him a decidedly notable im- 
portation and he may be valuable as a stock 
horse after his racing days are over. WTiite 
Satin was raced three times as a two-year-old 
without winning, but he was raced against 
the best two year-olds of his year and one of 
h'ls races was in the Gimcrack Stakes. He was 
the winner of three races last year, was second 
in another and third on two occasions. 

He was started in the Two Thousand Guineas 
and the St. I^ger among his other engage- 
ments, showing the esteem in which he was 
held. 

The other two Clark importations have 
already proveil their worth as jumpers, al- 
though it was as hurdlers. These are Double 
Tip and Not Much. Double Tip proved to be 
one of the most brilliant jumpers in Ireland 
and later he was a good class hurdler in 
France. Not Much raced well iu Englaiid, In- 
dia and France and has shown form over the 
hurdles that leaves no doubt of his proving 
a brilliant racer through .\merican fields. 

When ,\rds was brought over by A1 Davis 
it was demonstrated that the foreign hurdler 
is the ideal horse for American stecfihchasing. 
The fierformances of the son of Marajax last 
year induced Crawford to choose hurdler 
rather than steeplechasers for the Clark siring. 
Tljere will be some other im{>ortations before 
the oficning of the racing season in Mary- 
land, and as most of them will be meant for 
crosss country races that are offered about

I law to any race meeting for running races or 
I steeplechases, which in no case shall be in 
j excess of $1 for an adult person and fifty 
I cents for a minor under the age of fifteen years, 
j No complimentary ticket, pass or other free 
j admission to any such race meeting shall be 
issued by a racing * association except upon 
' the wTitten approvel of the State Racing 
I Commission, and no complimentary tickets 
I shall be issued to any public officers. The 
lug penalty for a violation is a misdemeanor and 
j the punishment shall be a fine of not less than 
Ju" .$100 nor more than $500 for each offense.” 
j There have been similar amendments offered 
on j at other sessions of the legislature that have 
, failed of enactment. 

*0° I It is not clear just what is back of this 
proposed amendment and the reason for its 
presentation. It might be said in connection

I The question of the price of race track ad- 
I mission has frequently been discussed and for 
jthe good of the sport the present charge was 
j agreed upon. A cheaper rate of admission 
would probably swell the attendance materially 
and would probably bring a greater revenue 
through the gate. But it was decided that to 
cheapen the gate, even though it produce a 
j greater revenue, might attract an element 
j that would do racing no good, 
j For a time the associations had fixed days 
I when the field was thrown open to the public 
j free of charge. That is considered by many 
I as a good move. It gave those who could not 
I afford the gate price an opportunity to view 
the races and the free field days always drew 
a big crowd to the infield. 

It would be better to have a free field on 
occasions than to reduce the price of ad- 
I mission. 

j To the layman it would seem that any law 
; that would arbitrarily fix the price of admis 
jsion would be going a bit far in racing legis- 



C. B. Irwin is one of the western horse- 
men who has promised to invade Kentucky 
with his string later in the year. The Irwin 
silks have been tremendously successful at 
the Tijuana meeting and his nine-year-old 
I gelding Harry D., a son of Barnsdale and Turn- 
' away, by Nimrod, has been the sensation of 
the meeting through his consistent racing. 

Though Harr>’ D. has broken all Tijuana 
records for consecutive victories in the same 
j length of time, there are many better ones in 
the Irwin stable and it is a sure thing that 
Jwhen the Wyoming .sportsman beads for Ken- 
jtucky he will come well supplied with some 
horses of good class.

Kliminatcs Objectionable Features of Fresenl 
Hole and Makes All Horses I.iable to 
Claim for Their Entered Price. 



NEW YORK. N. Y„ FebruaP>’ 1?.— Tbe 
amendment to the claiming race rule, of- 1 
fered by .loseph E. Davis at the recent meet- 
ing of the stewards of the Jockey Club, ap- 
pears to meet tlie requirements that have for 
so long been advocated in these columns. 
The essential part of the amendment is the 
elimination of the “auction clause.” The 
amendment also provides for claiming before 
the race. 

One paragraph to the amendment that 
could well he eliminated, or revised, is a pro- 
hibition against a horse that is claimed being 
started in a claiming race until thirty days 
have elap.se<l. There is no reason for this 
penalty being imposed for the claiming of a 
horse and it is probable that before the 
amendment is Tmally passed upon this will 
be eliminated or amended in some fashion. 

Ti;.\T OF NEW RULE. 

Following is the proposed amendment ; 

No sweepstake nor selling purse other 
than claiming shall be given. 

In claiming races all horses are sub- 
ject to claim by anyone or their au- 
thorized agents, but for their own account 
only. A horse claimed shall not be 
delivered by the original owner until 
authorization be given by the secretary, 
and the secretary may require the proper 
amount to be deposited with the claim 
unle.ss the claimant shall have such 
amount to his credit with the arsocia- 
tion. All horses may be claimed for the 
selling price. Each horse shall run for 
the account of the person in whose name 
it starts, but title to the claimed horse 
shall be vested in the claimant from the 
time it leaves the paddock for the post 

Every claim must be in writing, sealed 
and filed with the secretary or clerk of 
the scales at least fifteen minutes before 
post time, and if more than one person 
should enter claim for the same horse 
they shall draw for priority in the pres- 
ence of one of the stewards, .and the one 
determined by such lots to have the 
right of claim shall become the owner of 
the horse, whether it be alive or dead, 
sound or unsound or injured during the 
race or after it. The secretary shall not 
open a bid nor inform an owner that a 
claim has been made until after the race 
is run. 

No person shall claim his owm horse 
nor more than one horse. If the stew- 
ards shouhl be of the opinion that any 
person is net claiming for his own ac- 
count they shall require him to make 
an affidavit he is doing so, and if. ujion 
proof, it is ascertained that he made a 
fal.se affi<lavit he shall be ruled off. 

No hor.se claimed out of a claiming 
race shall be allowed to start in a claim- 
ing race until thirty days have elapsed.

SAN FR.\N<''ISCO, Cal., February 19. — II. 
D. (“Curly”) Drown, former race track pro- 
moter anil owner, and now breeder of thor- 
ouKhbred hor.ses, i.s hern on the way to his 
home ill Eos .\iigelcs and after a week cr 
two there will ro over to Havana for the 
last few weeks of the sport in t'uba. He is 
thorouKhly .‘-atisfied with the location of his 
stock farm in the Sierra Nevada Mountains, 
Siskiyou Founty, Falifornia, and is hopeful 
of sendinK liitfli-class horses to the races. 

The foals are ccniinp: alonR, which ai>- 
pears to he a si)rn that the hish altitude and 
snow and ice are not unfavorable to breed- 
ing. The fir.st foal was a lusty chestnut colt 
hy the All Hold stallion Solomon, from the 
well-reniombered Fommauretta, by The Com- 
moner. 

Hrowii plans to purrhasc a stallion and two 
cr three mares while on his pre.sent trip. 

"I would not think of parting with Solo- 
mon, ’ he said, “but 1 have the opportunity 
to pick up another pood stallion and I 
expect to close the d?al soon. I also have 
Morro t'a-i-'tle, a .son of Solomon, at the 
ranch, and I will u.se that young fellow, too.” 

There are eighteen mares in the haras in 
the .snow country and from twelve to six- 
teen foals are e.xpccted. The majority were 
bred to Solomon in Cuba last year. The 
matrons wore shipped rather soon after be- 
ing Served, hut most of the hand seem not 
to have h*-en set hack in any way by the 
long journey. The .slipping of twins hy one 
of th-i matrons may have been a result of 
the trip. 

Drown has a mammoth barn for the 
mares, where they will spend the winter 
months. It i.s more than COO feet in length 
and XO feet in width. It i.s open only to the 
sjiuth, with stalls on the two ends and on 
the northern side. Paddocks are provided 
in the siiace not devot<d to stalls. When 
the owner left there early in February the 
atmo.sphero of the ham was warm from 
sunshine .streaming in from the southern e.x- 
posure. 

Daughters of Droomstick, Rock Sand, The 
(’omnioner and other successful brood marc 
sins are in the Drown hand. He recently 
refii.scd an cfTer of $20,000 for Dlack Sand, 
a Rim k Sand matron. 

A wonderful variety of feed abounds on 
the mountain faim. with the tlioroughhred.s 
grazing from April to October. The water 
from the melted snow of Mount Shasta is 
the best in the country beyond a doubt ' 
'I’imothy^ red oat, white oat. I.iiceme and I 
other gr-a.sses grow high, irrigated hy a re- 1 
centl> installed system of water carrying. I

John D. Irving, distinguished sportsman and 
gentleman of the old school, afterward sec- 
retary of the American Jockey Flub at 
Jerome I’ark, was the secretary of the Soutli 
Carolina Jockey Flub for twenty-five years. 

It is a far cry from the days of affluence 
at the Wasliington course to the pre.seiit, 
when there is no racing in the state, but the 
love for a good horse is still alive in the 
descendants of many <if the old-time sport.s- 
men, though the Washington course is no 
more and crops of cotton and corn are being 
grown where the flying feet of the ihorougli- 
brtd beat a rataplan a century or more ago 
at St. Matthews, IVndletoii, (ireenville, Darn- 
weli, IMneville, l..aurcnsville. Union, Deadfail, 
Beaufort, Strawberry, Feorgetown, Fulton. 
<'':imden. Folumhia, Orangeburg. Cherokee 
Ponds, IJmestone Springs ami Ycrkville. 

Sumter Foiinly boasts of several tliorougli- 
hreds today. William L. Saunders maintains 
a small stud at his historic old home. Hill 
Crest, where Old Doy, by Planudes, son of 
the Derby winner St. Simon and the Oaks 
winner Lonely, i.s t|uarte:'od along with mures 
hy MeOoe, Niagara and other well-known 
sires. It is a region wliioh is rich in blood 
horse ti-adition. The great mare Albiiie, 
conqueror of Planet and other good racers, 
was foaled near Hill Crest, and it wa.s in this 
noiglihorhood that Colonel Richardson had 
Bertrand, Jr., and pnxluced some of the best 
horses that trod the Washington Course. It 
is historic ground and some of the most des- 
perate guerilla warfare of the Revolution 
was waged among the “high hills of Santee ’ 
as the region has been named. 

Aiken and Camden, with a transient popu- 
lation interested in polo and hunting, keep 
alive interest in the thoroughbred during the 
winter months, hut at Columbia and other 
parts of South Carolina there is little to re- 
call the haleyoii days of the Washington 
Course. During the lifetime of William C. 
Wliitney there were hopes of a revival of 
racing at Aiken. .\ nice course witli iLs 
stretches covered witli sod and long rows of 
.stables nestling in the pines are the present 
day ivminders of that good sportsman's ac- 
tivities in the South. 



S.\X DIEFO, Cal.. I-'chniary 19. — Highly 
impressed with the character of thorough- 
bred racing at the Tijuana track and speak- 
ing enthusiastically of the opening of the 
Tanforan course at San Francisco, Rudolph 
Spreckels. well-known San Francisco 
banker, Sumlay at the border course prophe- 
sied a great revival of the sport in Califor- 
nia. 

“We will open our Tanforan meeting No- 
vember 3 for a run of twenty-five days,” 
.‘■•aid Mr. Spreckels, who is one of tlie prime 
movers in tlie northern venture. “We may 
give a matinee pre-gram July 4. 

“It is our aim at Tanforan to encourage 
the breeding of horses,” lie continued. “We 
have everytliing in California that tends to 
make this industry successful. There is the 
climate as the greatest a.sset and even at 
this early date wo have tentative promises 
from three of tiie biggest eastern breeder.s 
that thej' will transfer their establishments 
to California. With Tanforan and Tijuiina 
in operation the products of these estahli.sh- 
ments will he raced in the West and it will 
not be necessary to wait until a j'oung horse 
is shippe<l cast to learn whether he is the 
right kind. 

‘This Sunday gathering certainly fur- 
nishes a lino testimonial to the popularity 
of racing. Here we see patrons from all 
cla.‘«es and at every liand we find tliem 
liaving an enjoyment which no other recre- 
ation affords. To my observation the Ti- 
juana racing is conducted on a high plane. 
It is certain that the clas.s of horses is the 
best the West has had in recent years. 
President Janies W. Coffrotli is to be con- 
gratulated. I have not noticed a single 
objectionable thing. It's a fine, fun-loving 
crowd and it is the aim of the Tanforan 
directors to follow the plans laid down by 
Tijuana. 

“By opening Tanforan November 3 it will 
give the thoroughbreds a gocxl opportunit.v 
to become acclimated and ready for the long 
meeting whicli Tijuana has each winter.” 

I’KEFERS BOOKS TO Ml'TUFLS. 

Discussing the details of racing Mr. 
Spreckels said that he personally preferred 
to see the bookmaker posting the odds at a 
race course rather than the operation of 
the pari-mutuel system of wagering. He 
said, however, that the Tanforan racing 
would be hctlofs. 

“There will he no betting at Tanforan.” 
said Mr. Spreckels. “We will operate a race 
meeting that will comidy with the Califor- 
1 nia law in every re.spect. California ha.s 
! twice decreed that it did not desire a race 
j meeting with wagering. We will abide hy 
' the wislies of the electorate.” 

I Wliile Mr. Spreckels rca<lily admitted (hat 
I the gate patronage probably would he iti- 
I siillicient to support a race track under this 
I sort of an arrangement he said that Tan- 
! foran woulil i barge any gate and ovcriioad 
I exce.ss to profit anil loss and would seek its 
rewa-.d in the rejuvenation of the breeding 
I industry.
